_ HOW NEW VARIETIES ARE BORN 


- There is no phase of flower growing more fascinating 
than creating new varieties. All that is needed is a 
keen sense of observation, a well developed. curiosity — 
and @ pair of deft hands. Of course a yen for keeping 
records and a few simple tools will aid in the scien- 
tific aspects. As most gardeners are well supplied 
with these, the only other thing needed is a knowledge 
of the mechanics of hybridization which are so easy 
they can be performed by a child. Simply dust the | 
pollen of the desired pollen parent onto the three tiny 
prongs of the stigma of the flower of the seed bearing 
parent. Label carefully, seed parent first then the 
pollen parent. If your crosses are successful, in three 
or four weeks there will be fat seed pods that must be. 
harvested as soon as the pods begin to split open. 

In the spring plant the seed one inch deep in well 
prepared beds and keep well watered. In the fall you 
will harvest one small bulb for each seed that grew. 
They now require the same care as other glad bulbs. 
Under good culture some of these should bloom the second 
summer and you will become a confirmed "Glad Fiend". 
Each seedling develops into something different. The — 
ratio of good ones may not be high, but the thrill when > 
you do get a "Super Glad" is great. 

Note: Sports are not developed from seed but appear 
as mutations or freaks in natural bulb division.

this list because their newmess and higher price nas 
prevented their being widely grown or exhibited, ‘eve 
tho they win consistently where they have been engered. 


When stocks of these are more widely distributed, ~ 


bulb purchaser is: Any variety costing over 25¢ that is 
able to win over five awards may be as good, or better 
than cheaper varieties winning many prizes. Also a vari- 
ety that can win firsts and championships in shows all | 
over the Continent is bound to be good in your own garden. 


CATALOG FEATURES 


WINNINGS: Using the NEGS and other réliable reports — 

of the major shows held in North America: in 1947 and #48, 
Complete information for 1949 shows not available at 

time of this compilation). By tabulating first prizes 
only we found that at least 3 varieties were able to 

win three or more first prize awards. Many of these 

are listed in this catalog. The number of prizes won 

is the number that appears in the margin just ahead 

of the variety name. 3 

The VARIETY NAME comes next. 

ORIGINATOR: Because some names are used for nore 
than one variety and to aid those interested in follow= 
ing the work of certain breeders, we list the origin- 
ator's name. It follows the variety name. 

DATH OF INTRODUCTION comes next. A candid opinion 
may be of help here: Because a variety is a few years 
old does not necessarily mean it is Inferior or out- 
dated. Indeed these tried and true béauties are usual- 
ly more dependable than many of the new expensive sorts, 
which .re often are put on the market only because they 


unaquainted with the fine varieties already available, 
As proof of this, check the winnings of, Kewpie, Queen 
of Bremen, Bit of Heaven, Margaret Fulton, Picardy, 
Vagabond Prince, Beacon, Blue Admiral, and others. 
There is a long list that would be longer if we were 
not so prone to discard the old in favor of the new, 
This does not mean that there are no good new glads, 
but merely that all new ones are not necessarily the 
best. Where competent judges are used, the ability 
to win is the best criterion of the unfamiliar 
variety that we have. 

THE CLASSIFICATION NUMBER designating the size and 
color group into which the variety has been placed by 

the National Classification Committees follows the 

date of introduction, It is used and recognized by 
most Gladiolus societies in the U. S. and Canada, On 
the, snow table, varieties compete in these size and 
color classes. We have used our own judgement in cor- 
recting obvious mistakes and to supply this number for 
varieties not yet classified. Turn Bulb Buyers Guide, 
Page 27, for a complete explanation. | 

BULB SIZES: Most gladiolus growers supplying the 
retail trade use three bulb sizes. LARGE BULBS (ind- 
cated by L in this catalog) are sorted so that the 
ninimum is 14 inches in diameter (not circumference 
as some mail order outfits use). Most large bulbs 
listed will run well above the minimum in size. It 
usually takes two years to grow a bulb to this size 
from a bulblet, altho a percentage of certain variet~ 
ies, with good culture, will attain this size the 
first year. Bulbs over three years old are no longer 
considered young bulbs altho they may continue to 
increase in size. MEDIUM (M) sized bulbs measure 3/4 
to 1¢ inches in diameter and usually produce about as 
good flowers as the larger bulbs but generally take 
longer to bloom. SMALL (S) bulbs or planting stock 
are those measuring less than 3/4 of an inch in dia- 
meter. While this size often produces a fairly large 
percentage of bloom in most varieties, the blooms are 
much later, smaller, often not quite up to par in 
color and ruffled varieties sometimes fail to show 
much ruffling. The advantages of buying medium or 


) werec"Somebody's Baby” or because the introducer was 
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small bulbs are; 1st saving in price as they usually cost 
only $ to 3/4 the price of large bulbs. end they produce 
more bulblets per bulb than the larger sizes where the 
bulk of the strength goes to produce a fine flower. 3rd 
purchasing yearling bulbs enable the grower to have young 
vigorous bulbs of good size for the next year. BULBLETS 
(B) are the tiny fellows clustered in the roots, these 
grow into planting stock or larger, with good care, but 
seldom bloom the first year. Germination of bulblets is 
often uncertain, ASB means ANY SIZE BULB. 

PARENTAGES AND PROGENY: A leading feature of our 
catalog is the listing of the parents, if known, and the 
more famous progeny. PARENTS are listed on the next line 
below the variety name and the PROGENY list follows the 
description and blooming date. The numbers following the 
progeny's name, thus, Minstrel 6, is the complete lkmown 
winnings (first prizes) since 1940 for this variety. 

It should be realized that some varieties that are 
exceptional on the show bench may or may not be good 
parents, also some varieties are able to pass to their 
offspring fine qualities that are not apparent in their 
own makeup. It has been quite definately proven by live= 
stock breeders and others that the ability and value of 
a parent is best proven by the records of the progeny 
of that parent. Or as the Bibie states "By their fruits 
ye shall know them". Except for the few varieties that 
are the result of self pollenization (Natural or artifi~ 
cial) we know that all glads have two parents, even tho 
one or both may be unknown. Also that a good glad may get 
most of its good qualities from but one of its parents. 
Realizing that some of the new unproven varieties may be 
just as good or even better breeders than the best of 
these older ones on which we already have records, this 
in no way reduces the value of the Proven Parents. 
Picardy, Emile Aubrun, Apricot Glow, Commander Koehl, 
Maid of Orleans and others will be useful for many years. 
Indeed if America, queen of half century ago, Niagara 
said to be the parent of Kunderds ruffled race, Panama 
Prince of Wales and others were still available they 
could and would be used to good advantage by the glad 
breeder. It must be realized too that the picture is 
never complete. New varieties are being used every year 
whose progeny soon piles up an ever increasing number of 
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Winnings. Among these newer ones that show promise are 
Red Charm, Corona, Elizabeth the Queen, White Gold, 
Myrna, Ivy Robertson and King Lear. One wonders if any 
variety will ever catch up with Picardy as most present 
day winners have Picardy in their pedigrees. 

For the past three years the writer has been tabulat-= 
ing pedigrees and progenys from all available sources 
and hopes to have much of this information ready for 
mailing this winter. Correspondence will be welcomed . 
from those interested in Complete Pedigree Charts of 
the leading parents, or other information pertaining 

to this catalog. , . | 

DAYS TO BLOOM: Recently the NAGC has made available 

a list of appoximate blooming dates for the more pop=- 
ular varieties. It must be remembered that these dates 
are not a sure thing as some varieties may vary as 
much as 20 days or more from the same sized bulbs 
planted in the same field. Then the weather, the time 
of planting, depth of planting, type of soil, culture 
and many other things may vary the length of time to 
bioom. The main purpose of these dates is for comparison 
with other varieties. If you know the approximate time 
it takes a known variety to bloom in your soil, these 
dates may be of some help in determining when you 
should plant new varieties. We have hesitated in put= 
ting these dates in and would like some comment as to 
whether you like the or not. Days to bloom follows 

the description; 80 days.

With literally Thousands of gladiolus varieties on 
the market (NEGS and NAGC each listed over 2500 varie-~ 
ties in their 1948 classification lists) and hunderds 
more coming from the hybridists each year, it becomes 
increasinglv difficult to no what to buy. Their is 
Virtually no better method of measuring an unfamiliar 
variety'’s worth than to check its record on the show 
bench, 

However, too many flads that are able to win a 
prize. or two. in’ their heyday, oftimes in small shows 
against little competition, are bing described hence- 
forth as top winners, At today's more important shows, 
competion in most classis is deen enough that very 
few inferior blooms win even a third ribbon, With this 
in mind, we started, several years ago and intend to 
continue, to list the current winnings of the leading 
varieties that won at the larger shows in the U. S. A. 
and Canada, 

Show schedules of the larger shows where to five 
Size classes and the twenty-six or more color classes 
are used, make it possible for will over 100 specimens 
to win 1st prizes in each division- Single spike, three 
spike, etc. From a tabulation of the reports of nearly 
50 State, Regional, National And Internetional shows, 
there were +44 varieties thst won three or more first 
at time of tabulation). This still makes quite a list 
to select from. Many gardeners don't heve room for ++ 


size and color class which cuts the list to 102 varie- 
ties, Other purposes of the chart are; 

1. To encourage introduction and sale of better 
elads in all size and color classes by graphically 
showing which varieties are today's leaders. 
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2. To discourage the flood of mediocre introductions 
in already well filled classes, It will be a simple ~~ 
matter for the breeder to aquaint himself with the ~ 
leader of the class into which his own "Wonder of the 
World" falls. Then a mere comparison will give him some 
idea of the value of his pet, 

- 3, To encourage the retention of such wonderful old 
varieties as Crinkles, Picardy, Minuet, Margaret Fulton 
etc., at least until we have something definately better. 
Too many of us are led to supplant these fine varieties 
with new ones simply because they are new and described 
with bigger words. 

i. To encourage the growing, showing and use of more 
colors, sizes and types. Some classes have few if any 
qualifying varieties. (See Supplemental Information 
on Page 31.) \ 

5. To have a consise list of the recognized leaders 
for use in comparison and evaluation of any variety, 
old or new. This should be of particular interest to 
the hybridist, who must decide whether to pull that 
pretty seedling or carefully tend it, with the hope of 
its future introduction. Many a beauty, better than any 
disemminated variety in its class, has been pulled and 
thrown into the ash heap because its owner had no way 
of knowing its value. 

6.To aid the florist and cut flower grower in sel- 
ecting the best varieties for their use, for, contrary 
to the belief of many, the leading winners in class are 
nearly always the best cutflowers, Examples: Picardy, 
Corona, Margaret Beaton, Huntress, Leading Lady, Silver 
Wings, Red Charm, Elizabeth the Queen, Spotlight, 

Lady Jane, Margaret Fulton and others.
